The 
maximum recorded in 1928 was 55 
degrees, while the minimum was 9 
degree.c. 
During December of 1928 the river 
sta«e averaged 6.9 feet, while in 1929 
the average was 7.3 feet. Tliis is at- ' 
tnbuted to the thaws which or;rurred 
during the month, the temperature in 
1928 being more constant, despite the 
fact that it w'as 2.5 degrees above 
normal.

These cards must be returned to the 
Bureau, at Harrisburg, prior to IVIar. 
1. the beginning of the license year. 
The fee for a driver s card hereafter 
is $2, not $1, the 1929 Legislature i 
having doubled the price. 
‘‘As has been pointed out in connec­ 
tion with vehicle registration.” said 
Commls.sioner Benjamin G. Eynon to­ 
day. ‘‘thase persons who have changed 
their address since receiving a card 
last Spring will not receive a card un- 
le.ss they notify the Motor Vehicles 
Bureau of the change.
